metic, he was acquiring a knowledge of 
the English language. 
When the boy 
graduated from the district school, the 
father sent bim to a high institute of 
learning, and Ana ly be began to study 
medicine. 
For a time the boy was a drug clerk in 
one of the state institutions, then he 
graduated from a medical college in Chi­ 
cago. 
Whatever be undertook to do he 
did with all his might. Bo he graduated 
with honor, and is now doing an excel­ 
lent business in that city. He became 


bo thorough in his microscopical studies, 
especially in reference to blood, that be 
was cal led aa an expert in the Cronia 
trial, to testify as to the character of the 
blood found in the cottage, and on that 
point his testimony was the most import­ 
ant given on the trial. He bas gone so 
far in his medical studies that be is held 
in tigh eeetem by the fraternity of Chi­ 
cago. and his business is increasing rap­ 
idly.

There is one singular feature of this 
presidential fore cast yet to be men 
honed, aud that is that President Harri­ 
son does not figure in any cf the repub­ 
lican calculations. He is not heard of as 
a probability for 1892. 
Alger, Alii ion, 
Blaine, and others are mentioned as 
available, but no one seems to consider 
Harrison in connection with the succes­ 
sion. There are two principal reasons 
for thi?. I he sentiment of the country 
is growing in favor of a single term. 
The other reason why Harrison is not 
in favor of a second term ii that be is 
not popular with the republicans. 
He 
has a way cf doing things according to 
his own notions of right ana wrong, pro­ 
priety end impropriety, that is exceed­ 
ingly distasteful to men who seek to con­ 
trol his action. He bes been beset bv 
spoilsmen as few presidents nave sines 
hie grandfather, who met his death at 
their hands,and yet be feels that he is in 
doty bound to redeem bis pledge to up­ 
hold I ie oivil-servioe laws. His adherence 
to the party pledgee baa made him un­ 
popular with patronage brokers, includ­ 
ing several senators who have not been 
able ta convince the president in all cases 
that they had recommended the best 
men for office. The entire opposition 
to Presideht Hammon thus far develop­ 
ed grows out of the dial titration of pat­ 
ronage. He has had no opportunity thus 
far to show his band on anything tile. 
No legislation has come before bim far 
bis approval or veto, and so far aa great 
public sets are concerned the adminis­ 
tration is yet a sealed book. 
It is not likely that this seeming op­ 
position to Hanison will continue during 
his term for the reason that he has not 
yet had an opportunity t > show himself 
to the best advantage. 8o far he has 
done nothing but attend to the demands 
for office, and his caution in this direc­ 
tion has been characteristic of the man. 
He believes in oivil service reform. He 
wants to do the best thing he oan for the 
country. He wants to satisfy the party 
which elected him, and yet he dost not 
want to make it appear that his chief 
business is to dispense patronage. 
Hehas had a big load on b i'shoulder*' 
There were over 60,000 democrats in of­ 
fice when be was inagurated. Of course 
they had to be kicked out just as Cleve­ 
land kicked out 72,000 
republicans. 
Cleveland made more rapid work rn do­ 
ing the kicking than Harrison has done, 
and for that reason a good many repub­ 
licans are dissatisfied. 
They do not 
want their president to be lese effective 
in kicking out democrats than Cleveland 
was in kicking out republicans. 
To be aure, this is a selfish and ex 
tremely partisan way of looking at things| 
and the really good reformers will de­ 
nounce it; but the position of the dis­ 
satisfied republicans oannot be severely 
censured. When the democrats voted 
for Cleveland in 1884 they voted for the 
policy of democrats filling the offices; so 
when the republicans voted for Harrison 
in 1888 they voted for republican post­ 
masters, republican collectors, repub­ 
lican oonsuls,and so on. They voted

great parties; and as bad aa it may seem 
t i some the ftot remains that the civil 
■ervioe of no great country on the earth 
is better than that of the United States. 
There ire a few Miss Nancy’s in poli­ 
tics who want Harrison to go so slow 
that he wouldn’t have time to turn out 
democrats and fill their places with re­ 
publicans. They are so thoroughly in­ 
dependent ani non-partisan that they 
wanted the Cleveland democrats to stay 
in white the republicans stay out in the 
cold. 8uoh men are mugwumps. If Har­ 
rison had adopted the mugwump policy 
not one of them would vote for him in 
1892, were he nominated. Of oourse they 
onldn'c. They would vote for Cleveland. 
. livery mugwump eon of them would vote 
for their first love. Bo President H ani­ 
son simply loses votes by attempt ng to 
play the mugwump ac*. Ha neither gains 
votes from the enemy nor does he aoli i- 
fy his own party.

in your own household,” is a good com­ 
mand. It is the only one that pays. Any 
other pol toy is barren of dividends.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. IO.— At 6:20 T hurs­ 
day evening, surrounded by every mem­ 
ber of his family except his married 
daughter, who resides in New York city, 
Congressman Kelley, the veteran “ father 
of tho House,” breathed his last. 
His 
end was peaceful and quiet. 
Speaker 
Reed was notified at once and directed 
Sergeant, at-Arms Holmes to take charge 
of the remains and conduct the funeral 
In accordance w ith the wishes of the 
family. The interm ent will bo in Phil­ 
adelphia, where the remains will be 
taken Saturday. 
Mr. Kelley was in his seventy-sixth 
year, and had he lived to finish his term 
he would have served continuously for 
th irty years in Congress. 
His death was 
caused by cancer of the jaw, which'first 
made Its appearance threo years ago. 
Ho w as liked by everyone who knew him, 
and his death has called forth expres­ 
sions of sorrow from both Democrats 
and Republicans. 
Tho death was announced in both 
Houses Friday and both adjourned at 
once out of respect for tho memory of 
the deceased.

William Darragh Kelley was born in 
Philadelphia April 12, 1814. 
His father 
died when ho was 2 years old. 
At the 
ago of ll Mr. Kelley began to earn his 
living as an errand boy, and later served 
an apprenticeship to the jewelry trade. 
Ho early bogan to take an interest in 
politics, and when the deposits were re­ 
moved from the United States bank in 
Philadelphia ho headed the Democratic 
demonstration made against the Whig 
capitalists. 
In consequence of his ac 
tion in tho m atter he became so un­ 
popular 
among 
the 
employers 
of 
Philadelphia that he decided to remove 
to Boston, to which city ho went in 
1834 
and 
worked 
at his trade until 
1839, when ho returned to Philadelphia. 
He immediately began the study of law 
and in 1841 was admitted to tho bar. 
Ho met with immediate success in his 
profession, and in 1846 when a vacancy 
occurred in tho court of common pleas 
he was appointed to the position by Gov. 
Shunk. 
Ho occupied the position until 
1851, when ho was elected to the same 
place. 
In 1856 he received the Congres­ 
sional nomination in the Fourth Penn­ 
sylvania district on the Republican tick­ 
et, but was defeated. 
He resigned his 
seat on tho bench after the election from 
motives of delicacy and resumed tho 
practice of law. 
In 1S40 he was again 
nominated for Congress by the Republi­ 
cans of the Fourth Pennsylvania district 
and elected, and has represented the dis­ 
trict continuously from th at time to the 
present. 
Mr. Kelly began his public 
carcer as a Democrat, but left that party 
on the repeal of the Missouri com­ 
promise. 
During 
the 
war he was 
one of the earliest agitators for tho 
removal of McClellan from tho cornl­ 
and of the army, making a bitter at- 
k on th at General’s policy early in the 
session of 1862. 
In 1865 ho favored im­ 
partial suffrage as a fundamental con­ 
dition of the restoration of local govern 
m cnt in tho various Southern States 
which had rebelled. 
During tho pro­ 
ceedings against President Johnson In 
1868 Mr. Kelley voted for his impeach­ 
ment. 
In later years ho hasbeen chiefly 
noted for his fidelity to the doctrine of 
protection and especially th at portion 
which most directly affected his con 
stitucnts, who are largely engaged in the 
iron industry, and on this account he 
gained 
tho 
sobriquet of “ Pig-Iron’ 
Kelley,” which has become so well known 
all over tho country.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. IO.—The hearing 
of tho farmers before the ways and 
means committee was concluded by the 
appearance of two New York bean grow­ 
ers, who modestly asked for a duty of 50 
cents a bushel. 
W. J. Colgan, of the 
R attan Cane company of New York, fol 
lowed w ith an argum ent against any 
duty on chair cane and reeds. 
These 
products are not produced at all in this 
country, but are Imported in their raw 
state and split and finished in this coun­ 
try. 
Tills gives a great many people 
employment, and a duty would reduce 
tho wages of these people and raise 
tho price of this product to tho con­ 
sumer. 
A number of witnesses next argued in 
favor of adm itting free of duty “ wool de- 
gras,” which Is paying a duty of 1-5 of a 
cent per pound. The menhaden oilmen, 
it is understood, will ask to have the 
duty on this article raised in order to 
compel the leather m anufacturers to use

Tho English throne, used in tho 
coronation ceremonies of the Kin; 
and Queens of Great Britain, 
which is So splendid in its covering of 
rich silks, velvets and gold, is, in fad, 
simply an old oak chair of Ahtb 
fashlo a. It has been used on all si 
occasions for tho past 600 years, and 
perhaps even longer, many reputable 
writers claiming that they have dis­ 
covered traces of its existence prior to 
the eleventh century. Ages pf use 
have made tho old oak framework as 
hard and as tough as iron. Tho back 
and sides of this chair throne were 
formerly painted iu various colors, all 
of which are now hidden by heavy 
hangings of satin, silk and velvet. 
The magic powers attributed td the 
Old relic lies in the seat, which is 
made of a heavy, rough-looking sand­ 
stone. 26 inches in length, I?} inches 
lh width, and 19} inches in thickness. 
Long before it was wrapped in velvet 
and trimmed in gold, to be used by 
tile Tudors and the Stuarts, this old 
stone of stones served as a seat dur­ 
ing tho coronations if tho early Scot­ 
tish Kings.
